Doing In A Sacred: Cow 


The nationally known economist and column- 


ist for Newsweek magazine, Dr. Milton Friedman, 


is one of the few individuals that has had the tem- 
erity to stick a needle in the balloon of that sacred 


cow, the U.S. Social Security System. He calls the 
manner in which the system is presented: “. .. an 
egregious example of misleading advertising.” 
Dr. Friedman takes a widely circulated book- 
let of the U. S. Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare and shows how the statements con- 


tained therein are grossly deceptive. For instance, | 
the bocklet says, “The basic idea of social security : 


is a sizaple one: During working years employees, 


their empoyers, and self-employed people pay so-) 


cial security contributions which are pooled in spe- 
cial trust funds. When earnings stop or are re- 
duced because the worker retires, dies, or becomes 
disabled, monthly cash benefits are paid to replac 
part of the earnings the family has lost.” As 
Professor Friedman points out, labeling payroll 
taxes as contributions is like saying compulsory 
means voluntary. And, as for trust funds, they are 
a joke. Says Professor Friedman, “The fact is that 
currently collected taxes are being used to pay cur- 
rent benefits. No trust fund in any meaningful 
sense is being accumulated.” He calls the social 
security system a one-sided “compact between the 
generations.’ He likens the ‘‘trust fund" to a 
“chain letter’, that.old fad of a number of years 
ago that paid off for the early starters and left 
late comers holding the bag.

Local School 


Control On 


Way Out

The one-room school is all but gone... the 
Hittle red salivol house bas almost faded from the 
picture ©... and it appears that the local control of 
local education is facing the same fale in Michigan, 

There appears to be no real monolithic 
campaign to transfer control of our loca) school 
system from the local board room to the state. 
The whole idea may not even be in anybody's 
mind right at the monsent. 

But is can happen anyway,

And, looking at it objectively, 
too bad an idea,

Is an appealing idea. The biggest squawk 
aboul taxes from citizens throughout Michigan--if 
you dow i consider die various federal taxes is die 
way the local property tax keeps going up and up. 
either through increased valuations, or increased 
assessments, or increased rates, or all three, 


All the signs seem to

vote on doing away with the local 
as othe base for financing local 


It’s a legitimate squawk from the long-suffering 
taxpaver. Local property taxes finance local 
government and Jocal schools, with local 
government getting must of its support from the 
property tax, while local schools get a hefty share 
of their support trom local property taxes. 

So, if the local property owner is to get relief, 
then either local programs will have to be reduced, 
or the taxes will have to be replaced. 

‘The general thinking in the state right now is to 
replace tiie iveal school tax with a stateimpoced 
and stlale-distributed income tax, and leave the 
local property tax primarily for financing of local 
city. township and county governmental activities. 

Detmecratic leaders in the legislature have 
recognived the appeal of such an idea, and have 
insisted on tying together the questions of (1) 
local property tax relief, and (2) changing the state 
income tax system to permit a graduated tax rate. 

A graduated income tax is poison to many 
taxpayers’ yet property tax relief is viewed as 
and necessary manna. To tie the two 
jons together under the Democrats’ 
approach, then, presents the knotty dilemma of 
having to pay for the fut to get any hamburger 
along with it. 

In my view, sooner or later the state will take 
over more directly the financing of focal 
education In the words of some proponents of the 
idea, this will Ale ea in education, or 


que 
gut 


the stale. 

Why, these proponents ask, should a child in 
the inner city, or a remote Upper Peninsula village, 
have less educational opportunity (that is, less tax 
support) than a child in one of the rich suburbs? 
They're all Michigan citizens, aren’t they? 
Shouldn’t their schooling be equal? 

So the answer will be to transfer school 
financing to the state, and spread the money 
around as equally as possible. 

While money itself will not equalize educational 
opportunity, it will be a long step in that 
direction. So the next logical step will be to 
lengthen the state-imposed guidelines as to what 
makes a pood education, and how it is to be 
presented. and then to turn these guidedines into 
controls. 

If the state takes over complete financial 
support of schools, such an extension of 
educational philosuphy is inevitable. 

The approach has manifested itself in yet 
another way, with the idea propounded a year or 
two ago to place all tvachers under the state civil 
service, with uniform pay ranges throughout the 
state. This idea, too, goes hand in hand with the 
overall approach to state control of local 
education, 

And the vehicle tor state control is already in 
place. Take a look sometime at the system of 
Intermediate School Districts throughout 
Michigan. These districts now act primarily as 
funnels for the state board of education, and their 
influence could be expanded easily. 

The whole idea should arouse ali the 


apprehension of a patient visiting a drunken 
dentist with a dull drill.
